New York, November 4.—William 
Sulzer. ousted from the governorship 
of New York last month by verdict of 
a high court of impeachment, was elect- 
ed to the state assembly today from 
the sixth district by a sweeping plural- 
ity, estimated at an early hour at 2,900 
or more. Sulzer ran on the progressive 
ticket and apparently polled more votes 
than his republican and democratic op- 
ponents combined. His old neitghbors 
on the east side rallied strongly to his 
support and it was early apparent that 
he had swamped the opposition. 

There was jubilation unbounded in 
the former governor’s headquarters as 
the qount began to record his victory. 

As a Personal Vindication. 
himself. was all smiles. He 
regarded his triumph as a personal 
vindieation, he said, and issued a state- 
ment thanking his supporters and scor- 
ing Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many hall, who he declared was con- 
demned by the vote the district gave to 
William Sulzer as its representative at 
Albany.

Practically Mandatorys. 

Huerta’s intimates are familiar with 
the terms of the communication,-which 
they regard as practically mandatory. 
The memorandum from the adminis- 
tration at Washington states that un- 
less General Huerta retires immediate- 
ly, and thereafter has nothing to do 
with the conduct of affairs or the for- 
mation of a new government, the presi- 
dent of the United States will issue an 
ultimatum, which, if rejected, will 
cause him to call upon congress to 
authorize him to use sterner methods. 

The language used caused Huerta’ 
riends to regard the American coni- 
munication in itself as conclusive, 
since General Huerta is given no 
choice fegarding further participation 
in Mexico’s official affairs. 

Threat to Break Relations. 


In the memorandum it is impressed 
upon General Huerta that his retire- 
ment from the presidency and non-in- 
te:ference on his part are. the only 
steps which will be acceptable to the 
American government. He is pointed- 
ly reminded that any attempt upon his 
part to leave as his successor any of 
the men connected with the coup d’etat 
by which he obtained the presidency, 
or to utilize in the proposed govern- 
ment any of those chosen in the recent 
elections, even those named as con- 
gressmen, would result in the definite 
breaking off of all relations.

The remainder of. the state 
ticket was in doubt when three-fourths 
of the election districts had reported, 
shortly before midnight. The demo- 
cratic leaders claimed a complete vic- 
tory for state offices, and the returns 
as far as tabulated seemed to support 
this claim. 

The legislature continues republican 
in both branches with slightly increas- 
ed majorities. 

In the third congressional district 
D. Paige, republican, was 
chosen to. succeed the late William H. 
Wilder, republican, in a close race. 
With one town missing. Paige had a 
majority of 500 over M. Fred O'Connell, 
democrat. Stephen M. Marshall, pro- 
gressive, was far in the.rear in the 
three-cornered fight. 

Mr.. Walsh, who succeeds Governor 
Foss, after one term as lieutenant gov- 
ernor, was elected to his present office 
a year ago by nearly 200,000 votes, the 
greatest number ever received by a 
democratic candidate for that office. 
He was born in Leominster in 1872, 
and was educated at Holy Cross col- 
lege and Boston university.

Indianapolis, November 4.—The ab- 
rupt refusal of thirty members of the 
police force to ride with strikebreak- 
ers, caused the fourth day of the street 
car strike to pass without car service 
here. The policemen turnéd’ in thetr 
badges which were returned with or- 
ders to remain on patrol duty. It was 
announced that charges would be pre- 
ferred against all after the strike had 
been settled. 

An unusually large number of men 
were on the streets, due to the elec- 
tion holiday, but little rioting was re- 
ported. The strikers and sympathizers 
gathered at a large meeting on the 
courthouse grounds and cheered sevy- 
eral ministers who counselled them

The refusal of the police to act came 
when a car was manned by ‘strike- 
breakers for a trial trip. The first 
three squads of ten policemen refused 
to get on the cars and reserve squads 
protested so vigorously that it was 
decided to give up the trip. 

The policemen said they would 
march with the car, would fight in 
the streets; use their guns and clubs 
at risks ‘to themselves, and face the 
missiles of the crowd, but they would 
not board the cars.

GEORGE’S BIG JOB. 

David Lloyd-George, British chancellor of 
the exchequer, has attacked one of the 
labors of Hercules. He announces the inten- 
tion to bring to a close the more flagrant 
abuses of England’s system of landlordism. 

If one were thinded to wax facetious, he 
could draw a moving picture of the ‘con- 
sternation of the landed gentry of Britain. 
If the doughty Welshman makes good his 
threat, and he has that kind of reputation, 
we may expect to see shortly duplicated 


' the vivid scenes that attended the renova- 


tion of the house of lords and the bitter 
quarrel over the unearned increment. 

It would not, indeed, be surprising if 
the campaign against landlordism brought 
out a chapter even more vitriolic and spec- 
tacular than those characterizing the pre- 
vious sweeping reforms of the liberal party. 
The holders of the large and little estates 
of Great Britain, 
nobility, are going to fight tooth and nail 
before any of the cncient customs now ob- 
taining are abrogated. In the long run 
they will lose, since the eventual success 
of the liberal program is merely a matter 
of votes, and an appeal of this nature is 
likely to bring forth the needed number. 

Lloyd-George charges that the farming 
population of Great Britain is miserably 
underpaid. He charges that those who rent 
land do so on the most. graspinse of terms. 
He denounces the great stretches held in 
cold storage to form game preserves and 
private parks. He criticises the spirit of 
private greed and indifference that makes 
many landlords oppose improvements. 

As remedies, he would enact legislation 
that would tend gradually to break up this 
Status, and he would have the government 
extend financial aid to farmers who aspired 
to control their plots. He does not expect 
to accomplish all these reforms at one 
time, but he does insist that the day for a 
beginning is at hand. 

A feature of George’s program that ap- 
peals most to the imagination is the fact 
that he is committing England, essentially 
a land of monarchy and the aristocrat, to 
one of the most far-reaching socialistic 
problems yet projected. The significance 
of the manner in which his proposals are 
being received will hardly be lost on the 
men who seek an accurate line of the po- 
litical tendencies of our day.

TABLE ETIQUETTE 


Bill Nye said, and very truly, that the 
rule of dining room etiquette was but 
vaguely understood. He wrote: “It is in 
exceeding poor taste to 
put the napkin in the 
pocket and carry it 
away. It should be 
folded by the guest and 
left beside the plate, 
where the hostess can 
easily find it and re- 
turn it to the neighbor 
from whom _ she bor- 
rowed it for your use.” 

The arrangement of 
the dining table may 
“# be planned so that both 
guest and family may 
be comfortable through- 
out the meal with no 
question in the mind of 
either as to what Mr. 
Nye, or Harry Lauder, 
would advise as correct 
table usage if the fol- 
lowing hints are used: 

Knives are placed at 
the right of the cover 
and forks at the left. All the flat silver is no 
longer put on the table at the commence- 
ment of a meal, but the pieces that are 
needed are brought in with each course. 
This is a great step toward common sense 
in dining, for the various number of forks 
and knives used at a seven-course dinner 
bewildered everyone. 

Only one spoon and that a large soup 
spoon ts laid by the plate; if a small point- 
ed one is there also it is for grapefruit. 
Remember, that the spoons should always 
be placed in cup or dish or at the side of 
the dish at the end of the course and not 
on the linen. Men, of course, are the worst 
offenders. 

Bread and butter is eaten from a small 
bread plate placed at the right of the din- 
ner plate. Honey, preserves and sweets are 
placed on this little plate also, if they are 
served. 

Salt and pepper shakers are usually con- 
veniently placed, but if a large open salt 
box is passed, a salt spoon should accom- 
pany it. 

The cheese course seems to puzzle hos- 
tessesS most of alll. Many things decide how 
it should be served; the kind of cheese, the 
foods it is to be eaten with, and the sort 
of a dinner you are giving. The cheese is 
usually sent in on a cheese platter with a 
Silver cheese knife. Hard and soft cheeses 
are treated in the same manner. The bis- 
cults or wafers that accompany it should 
be small and very crisp. Cheese straws 
or cheese crackers may be used with some 
courses if you do not wish to serve cheese.

Some writer has called fresh and dried 
fruits “finger foods” and this describes 
them very wda@ll, and after them the finger 
bowl is really needed.

The World’s Mysteries 


DID RICHARD III. STAB HIMSELF? 


When Richard III of England surren- 
dered to Henry at Flint on the 19th of Au- 
gust, 1399, he promised to abdicate if his life 
was spared. He was taken to London, rid- 
ing behind his rival, with indignity. On 
the 30th of September he signed in the 
Tower a deed of abdication, wherein he 
owned himself insufficient and useless, read- 
ing -it first aloud with a cheerful mien 
and ending with a request that his cousin 
would be a: good lord to him. 

The parliament ordered that 
should be kept a close prisoner, and he 
was sent secretly to Pontefract. There, in 
February, 1400, he died. Shakespeare al- 
leges that he was murdered, but this is 
generally doubted by historians. The mys- 
tery of Richard’s death led to rumors that 
he had escaped, and an impostor pretending 
to be Richard lived for many years under 
the protection of the Scottish government. 
Was it the real Richard that was buried 
without state in 1400 at King’s Langley, and 
honorably reinterred by Henry V at West- 
minster in 1413? 

There have been stories extant that Rich- 
ard died from exposure during his winter 
imprisonment, and others that he had stab- 
bed himself through remorse. Perhaps the 
Strongest argument against the story that 
Richard stabbed himself in a fit of despair 
may be derived from the fact that if such 
had been indeed the case the new king 
might easily have produced evidence to es- 
tablish the truth. 

It ought not to be forgotten that, in 
whatever way King Richard died, during the 
whole of his course from castle to castle, 
whether at Pickering, Leeds, Knaresborough. 
or Pontefract, he was in the charge. of 
Henry’s own private servants; that in each 
of these castles he was the lord, as heredi- 
tary proprietor, not merely as king: and 
that he could, therefore, had he been so 
minded, have produced with ease exact 
proof of the way by which the unfortu- 
nate king came by his end. 

In other words, Henry could have easily 
cleared himself of the charge that he had 
helped to conspire in the death of the king, 
and that he did not do so is a strong pre-

sumption against his innocence. Further- 
more, when the tomb of Richard was opened 
in 1819, it was found that the king’s skull 
showed no marks of injury, and in a great 
measure this would seem to dispose of an 
assassination charge. 

The tomb was again opened in 1871 by 
Dean Stanley, who also bears strong testi- 
mony of there being no assassination, but 
he deemed it right to speak guardedly, Say- 
ing: “Whether the king really reposes in 
the sepulchre which he had constructed Is 
open to grave doubt.” 

Edward Solly, a writer who, of recent 
years, has given the subject much study, 
Says: “After scanning all the evidence 
closely, it is clear that the assassination ac- 
count and the story that King Richard sur- 
vived for many years are both without foun- 
dation. All the evidence seems to show 
that he died at Pontefract, practically from 
want of nourishment. Whether he chose 
to starve himself or whether proper food 
was intentionally withheld from him-——-in a 
word, whether he committed suicide or 
whether he was murdered—is still an open 
question. There is, however, an interme- 
diate solution which is quite possible. 

“When the king, enfeebled by imprison- 
ment, was told how utterly his party was 
was naturally overwhelmed 
with grief and refused all food. After three 
or four days, and when he felt 
Sinking, he was persuaded’ to take food, 
but was then too late, his vital power un- 
equal to the task, and he died of exhaus- 
tion. Of Richard’s last days there seems 
to be no information, but it is quite fair 
to suggest that he died in this manner.” 

Probably the most improbable story of 
the king’s death is that of his having been 
assassinated by Sir Piers of Exton. This 
relates how King Henry said, in Piers’ pres- 
ence: “Have I no faithful friends that will 
deliver me from him whose life will 
be my death, and whose death will be the 
preservation of my life?’ Thereupon, tak- 
ing the words of his sovereign as a com- 
mand, Sir Piers selected eight men and went 
to the prison chamber of Richard and with 
a stroke of his pole ax felled Richard to 
the ground and with another stroke dis- 
patched him.

Place on stove 
stirring constantly, especially from the bot- 
tom until mixture boils. Cover kettle and 
boil for five minutes. Place in fireless 
cooker—if you have one—with hot” stone 
on top and one beneath, and leave over 
night. This is served with cream and a 
little sugar and forms the main stay of
